bama Agricultural Experiment Station 
system is one of the five original 
br anch stations created by an act of the 


{927 Legislature of Alabama. It ‘con- 


sists of 800 acres of land and contains 
most of the soil types found in the 
Gulf Coast area of the state. 


The Station was established pri- 


' marily to serve fruit and vegetable 


growers; therefore, it was located near 
Fairhope in the region where most of 
the cash farm income was from early 
truck and vegetabte crops. Lied 


First Tests , 


THE first tests were with such crops 
as Irish potatoes, sweet potatoes, cab- 
bage, cucumbers, roasting ear corn, and 
other early vegetables. 


Tests included fertilizer rates, form- 
ulas, sources of material and times 
sizes of potato. seed 
pieces; value of soil building crops; 
methods of culture; times of planting; 
varieties; and other problems connected 
with the economical production of high 
quality products. 


Some of the results obtained have 
not materially changed practices being 
followed by- farmers when the Station 
was established. Others have effected 
some rather radical changes. 


For example, prior to about 1935 
producers of potatoes and cabbage at- 
tempted to cultivate these crops each 
week. Tests at the Station showed that 
more than two cultivations may reduce 
rather than increase yields. As a result, 
these crops are now produced with less 
than half the labor eae used in 
cultivation. 


Before tests were conducted at the 


_ Gulf Coast Station, most farmers in the 


area assumed that small potato seed 


“pieces would produce as good yields 
* as would larger pieces if each piece had 


an “eye” on it. Results have shown that 
for most profitable production there is 
a definite correlation between size of 
seed piece and rate of fertilizer. 


For example, one experiment which 
extended over a five-year period pro- 
duced an average yield of 123 bushels 
of potatoes with half-ounce seed pieces 
and 1000 pounds of fertilizer per acre. 
With the same rate of fertilizer and 
seed pieces of one and one half-ounce
